II. OPERATIONS 


A. Monitorial/Editorial 

1. British Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher agreed during 
her 3-day visit to Jordan to receive a joint Jordanian-PLO del- 
egation in London. Britain thus became the first West European 
state to comply with one of King Husayn's conditions in his ap- 
proach to Middle East peace talks. There was intense embassy 
interest in the 18 September Thatcher and Husayn dinner speeches, 
and copies of the Amman radio reports were delivered to the Amb- 
assador's residence to enable him to prepare for a breakfast meet- 
ing on the following day. 

2. King Husayn began his scheduled visit to the United States 
immediately after Mrs. Thatcher's departure. Addressing the UN 
General Assembly on the 27th, the king reiterated Jordan's declared 
conditions for direct talks with Israel: negotiations based on 
Resolutions 242 and 338 "under the umbrella" of an international 
conference in which all parties concerned, including the USSR, would 
take part.
